Paul Hymans of Belgium was alect
ed permanent president of the league
of nativos &t the opening sesasion of
the league’'s assembly. He received
35 votes to four votes for President
Motta of Switzerland, and ope each
for ex-President Ador of Switzeriand
and Leon Bourgeois of France.

When M. Hymans, who heads (he
Delgian delegation and Is a Tormer
forelgn minlster of Belgium, declared
the first session of the asembly open,
the hall was crowded with men and
women and there were several women
among the*delegatles.

M. Motta, in his grestings to the
delegates, thanked the peace eonfer-
ence for having selected Geneva &5
the seat of the league of nations and
also thanked President Wilson for
calling the meeting of the assembly
hara,
